And Dis Majeſty doth declare, That all Ships oꝛ other moveable Goods what- 
ſoever, which (all appear to be taken from the Subjects of the French King? 
after the twenty lixth of this inſtant Auguſt , in the neighbouring Seas, That is 
to lap, inthe Channel, the Seas betwirt England and Ireland, agsalſo in the Nozth 
Seas andthe Baltick ; After the twenty fourth of September next enſuing, from 
the ſaid neighbouring Seas to the Cape St. Vincent; After the twenty ſecond of 
October next, from the ſaid Cape Sr. Vincent to the Equinoctial Line, aſwell in the 
Ocean as in the Mediterranean, and elſewhere; Andlaſtly , alter the fourteenth 
day ok February nert enſuing, on the other ſide of the afozeſaid Line, thzonghout 
the whole Wozld, without any exception oz diſtinction of time oz place, oz with- 
out any fozm of Pꝛoceſs; Shall immedilatly and without any damage, be 
reſtoꝛed to the Owners, accoꝛding to the ſaid Treaty, And hereof His Majeſty 
willethand commandeth all his Subjects to take notice, and to confozm them- 
ſelves thereunto. Given at Our Court at iybitebal, the twenty fourth day of Aaguſt, one 
thouſand fix hundred and ſixty ſeven , and of Our Reign the nineteenth year.
